3. WHEAT. 


Pending final returns the interim total of the crop harvested in the State in 1932-33 is 
estimated at 78,389,000 bushels. The estimated area sown with wheat for grain and hay in 
New South Wales in the season 1933-34 was 4,838,000 acres. The carry-over of wheat and 
flour in stocks in New South Wales as at 29th November, 1933, is estimated at 5,900,000 bushels 
compared with 2,640,000 bushels at the corresponding date in 1932, and an average of 5,300,000 
bushels in the three preceding seasons.
